The sun, which in o ur scale we hav e re 
duced to a spo t o ne-tenth o f an inch in 
diameter, is in reality a bo dy so v ast that 
o nly o ne hundred and sev en such bo dies 
placed side by side wo uld be needed 
fo rm a co ntinuo us bridge fro m that lumi 
nary to the earth. 
The dmmeter o f the 
sun i9 eight hundred and fifty-three tho u 
3 
aud miles; the diameter o f the mo o n’s o r­ 
bit is fo ur hundred and sev enty-six tho us 
and miles. If the sun were ho llo w and 
the earth were placed at the sun’s center 
the muo n co uld rev o lv o ia her o rbit as 
no w und still be but little mo re than half 
the distance to the sun's o uter surface. 
An o rb large eno ugh to fill the w'ho lespan 
o f tue mo o n’s o rbit wo uld be but o ne 
sev enth as large &s the sun. Our sun 
seen fro m the nearest fixed star shines as 
a star o f the seco nd magnitude; yet, we 
hav e seen, o ur sun seen fro m that star is 
as a lumino us spo t o nc-tenth o f an inch 
in diameter v iewed fro m a distance o f 
tbiriy-sev en miles. 
Incredible as this 
may appesr, it is a fact that any o ne may 
v erify fo r himself. 
Kno wing appro xi 
mutely the size o f the sun and the dis 
tauce o f the star, it beco mes simply a 
matter o f co mputatio n. 
Tak e a large 
sheet o f dark paper, mak e a ho ’c in it 
o ne-tenth o f an inch in diameter and 
place it in fro nt o f a blight light in o ne 
co rner o f the ro o m; sttne idea may be o b­ 
tained o f the size o f such u light; then 
imagine ho w far o ff it co uld be seen. 
While the sun reduced to such dimensio ns 
wo uld shine as a star o f the seco nd mag­ 
nitude at a distance o f thirty-sev en miles, 
it is do ubtful if the mo st po werful and 
brilliant light pro duced by man co uld 
ev en be distinguished at o ne-tenth that 
distance. 
We may thus giv e so me co n­ 
ceptio n o f the eno rmo us intrinsic bri!. 
liancy o f the sun and .fixed stars. 
We 
hav e been co nsidering tho sun as a small 
bo dy o ne-tenth o f an inch in diameter, 
thirty-sev en miles distant fro m the next 
nearest similar bo dy. 
But that is iu o ne 
directio n o nly. 
The star next nearest 
wo uld be represented at a distance o f 
abo ut eighty miles in ano ther directio n, 
and the distances to o ther similar bo dies 
must be increased to hundreds and tho us­ 
ands o f miles in all directio ns. Let us 
endeav o r to grasp this co nceptio n that 
we may realize so mething o f the scanti­ 
ness o f material substance as co mpared 
with spatial dimensio ns. To a being who 
co ntemplated the 
univ erse fro m the 
standpo int Indicated by o ur scale o f dis- 


Here wo uld be a small o o dy o ne-tenth o f 
an inch le diameter, surro unded it is true 
by smaller bo dies, but they wo uld be iu* 15 
v isible to him, thirty - 
if he jo urney in that 
find ano ther small 
say o ne-sixth o f an inch in diameter, rep­ 
resenting Alpha o f the Centaur; eighty 
mile*« in ano ther directio n he wo uld dis 
co v er ano ther minute bo dy representing 
sixty-o ne Cygtii, ubo ut o ne-fifteenth o f 
an inch in diameter; and if he directed his 
co urse to the bo dy next nearest fro m his 
starting po int, he wo uld find at a distance 
o f nearly two hundred miles a so mewhat 
larger bo dy une and o ne-half inches in di­ 
ameter, representingBirhis. Such a beiDg 
wo uld ].» o k upo n tb* material univ erse as 
o f little impo rtance, 
To carry the idea 
still farther, let us mentally reduce o ur 
scale o ne tho usand times. 
Div ide the 
distunces and dimensio ns just used by 
o ne tho usand; the sun beco mes a micro ­ 
sco pic po int o ne-teh tho usandths o f an 
inch in diameter; thn sun co mprising the 
sidereal » ¿stem beco me inv isible po ints 
scattered ubo ut in space. The v isible 
univ erse has disappeared. To a being 
who se range o f v isio n is o n such a scale, 
the realms o f space wo uld appear entire­ 
ly v o id and tenantless. 
Ho w utterly in­ 
significant appears the who le material un­ 
iv erse when co mpared with bo undless 
space; and ho w into utter no thingness 
dwindles the earth o n which we dwell, 
and which we lo o k upo n as so grand and 
spacio us; and o f o urselv es we may well 
say, “ Whut is man that Tho u art mind 
ful o f him? o r the so n o f man that Tho u 
regardcsthim?" We can mentally 
cob 
tract the material univ crs until it dwindles 
into insignificance; but by no mentt4 ef­ 
fo rt can we diminish the immensity o f 
space. The abysms o f space surro unding 
us, that, by a mental effo rt we reduce to 
a mere po int, o pen the way fo r abysses 
still unfatho mable; The mind sink s ap­ 
palled and reco ils upo n itself in co ntem­ 
platio n; and infinite significance is fo und 
in the wo rds o f the inspired writer: 
“Canst tho u by searching find o ut Go d? 
canst tho u find o ut the Almighty unto 
perfectio n? It is high as heav en; what 
canst tho u do ? deeper than hell; what 
canst tho u k no w?” And science answers 
these questio ns as they were answered o 
o ld—-“As to uching-the Almighty, we can 
no t find him o ut."

This statute, the court say s, so interp reted, 
do*^ not diifer Materially from that of Utah 
territory , to which this court has given effect 
in llop t vs. U tah sup ra, nor dofi It differ 
from statutes of Nsw York , Michigan, and 
Net rnsk a, all of w hich have either been sus­ 
tain« « i by the state courts or have never been 
objected to, and: “Indeed the rule of the 
statute of Illinois, ns it was construed by the 
trial court, is not m aterially different from 
that which has been adopted by the courts in 
m any of the states w ithout legislative action.”

l« eal to tho governor for clemency . 
The first steps tow ard a dep op ulation of 
the jail wore tak en We« lnesday , and by Mon­ 
day next it will contain fewer inmates than 
a t any time since the great (Ire. 
Several 
prisoners were adm itted to bail in tire after­ 
noon, and in the evening over a dozen 
charged with m inor offenses were released 
because the grand jury had failed to find in­ 
dictments. 
Bondsmen have l*een secured 
for several more who have been languishing 
for week s in default of bail. 
Most of the 
thirty -day prisoners will also have their sen­ 
tences comm uted 
and be released between 
now and Saturday . 
S tringent regulations 
regarding tho admission of visitors were en­ 
forced u hen the decision had been received, 
and nobody was adm itted behind the doors 
of the jail after noon excep t upon the p re­ 
sentation of a special order from the sheriff. 
All the bask ets of fruit, boxes of' cigars, and 
bundles of p apers which were brought in by 
the friends of the seven m en were also laid 
asiiie for a rigid examination.

The “ marimba” 
is 
constructed of 
twenty,-one pieces of split 
b am b o o of 
graded lengths strung upon two bars of 
the same wood, according to harmonic 
sequence, thus furnishing three octaves. 
Underneath each strip of bamboo is a 
gourd, strung*upon a wire, which takes 
the place of a sounding board, and adds 
strength and sweetness to the tones. 
The 
performer takes the instrument upon his 
knees arid strikes the bamboo strips with 
little hammers of padded leather, usu­ 
ally taking two lietweon the lingers of 
each hand, so us to strike a chord of four 
notes, w hich lie does with great dexter­ 
ity. 
I have seen mini i*lay with three 
hammers in each hand and use them as 
rapidly and skillfully as a pianist touches 
keys. 
The tones of the “ marimha” resemble 
those of the xylophone, which has re­ 
cently l>eeame so popular, except that 
they are louder and more resonant. 
Tin 
instrument is pi'culiarly adapted to the 
native airs, 
which are plaintive, hut 
melodious. 
A t all of the tain bos where 
the cartmen stop, “ marimbas'’ ate kept, 
and in every caravan are those who can 
handle them skillfully.
